Wo are permitted to publish the follow- 
ing extract from a private letter, written by 
an officer in the 5th Kentucky Cavalry, to a 
citizen of this place. It is dated at Savan- 
nah, December 17, four days liefore the sur- 
render of that place to the Great "Ketreater." 
It gives an interesting and connected sketch 
of the movements of Kilpatrick's eavalrv, 
and tho very important role performed by 
those daring and skillful troopers in the 
programme of the expedition. They were 
the nimble swo.d, wielded with consum- 
mate ability, which protected the grand 
army on all sides, and secured for it the 
"agreeable march" which General Sherman 
roports. 

Their march was most emphatically "a 
battle aud a march." Not altogether agree- 
able, perhaps, but > ielding from its numer- 
ous and decisive victories an exultation of 
feeling which is more than a substitute for 
the agreeable. 

We have printed from various sources 
full accounts of the wonderful achievement 
of Sherman. But numerous readers will 
not the less enjoy the condensed account 
hero given by an eye-witness, and a most 
competent and faiihful one, of the great 
Cavalry Weapon which cut tho way for hiin 
in front and protected it in the r. ;u : 

On the l:Uh of November (Jen. Sherman 
reviewed the division. On the 14th the 
command moved south from Marietta, 
crossing the ( 'haltaho. .clu e at Turner's Fer- 
ry, and camping near Fast Point, live miles 
south of Atlanta. 

On the l r tth moved to .Joncsboro, skir- 
mishing with rebel cavalry, camping near 
the town. 

On the Pith moved npon Lovejov's Sta- 
tion, where our 1st Brigade struck \ oiing's 
Mb G eorgia I 'avalry, and 1 1 anna's Alabama 
Brigade Of Wheeler's Corps, in posi'.i n, 
with twit pieces of artillery. The -th Indi- 
ana dismounted, drove thorn from their 
breastworks, when tho id Kentucky, 
mounted, charged them. It was a wild 
chase, tho rebels scattering to the woods, 
the H pursuing them four miles at full 
speed, capturing 25 Of them and two pieces 
artillery, which were lost by Stoueman on 
his raid last summer. Kight of their killed 
and Wounded wore left on the field. Neither 
the sth Indiana nor Sd Kentucky lost a 
man. 

In the evening tba 2d Brigade came up 
with more of the rebel cavalry, beyoud 
Bear Creek Station. The loth Ohio drove 
them from their position, losing two killed 
and eight wounded, the rebels losing four 
killed aud twelve wounded. 

Tbfl cavalry wasthus threatening Griffin, 
to which point the militia under General 
Smith had withdrawn from Jonesboro' and 
Lovejoy, they thinking that it would 
he tho first place which Sherman would 
take before inaving upon Macon. Wheel. i s 
cavalry were also concemrat ing at (iril- 
lin. The division camped near Bear Creek 
station, liuding plenty of provisions and 
also lorage, which had been scarce opto 
that time. 

On the 17th we moved east on tho Jack- 
son road, leaving Griffin to our right, driv- 
ing in the cavalry pickets on tho McDon- 
OOgh and Griffin road at night, threatening 
the Maoon and Western road at Forsyth, 
tbe L5tb army corps moving in the same 
direction. The rebels fearmg thai their 
t'urco would be cut off, moved to btaa OL 
Scouting parties from the different regi- 
ments went out during tho day and cap- 
tured a large number ot horses und mules 
to remount the men whose horses had 
played out. 

On tba 1Mb tho command reached the 
Oeomulgoe and commenced crossing at dif- 
ferent ferries— from Planter Factory to 
Little ferry, twenty-live miles above Macon, 
meeting w : iih no opposition. The infantry 
crossed at tba Factory aud above. 

On the 1MB the whole diviakvn had fin- 
ished crossing tho river and connected at 
GraboU on the Macon rood, tbe tir.st brigade 
camping near the place, the second going 
on to Clinton. 

On the 20th the first brigade reached 
Clinton by 12 M., aud halted two hours for 
dinner, in the meanwhile the advance of 

the 15tb corps came up. At 2 P. M. these )Ond 
brigade, taking the advance of the division, 
moved on the Maron mod, skirmishing 
nightly with the enemy's cavalry to with- 
in se\ en miles of the town. Here the "Oth 
Georgia mounted infantry charged theft&d 
Illinois. The latter opened on them with 
the Spencer rilles and repulsed them hand- 
MHUely, the 30th Georgia Uavinir three of 
iheir dead on the field. The t»2d lost four 
slightly wounded. The rebate retreating on 
Macon we moved on with almost no oppo- 
sition up to within two miles of the town. 
The 10th Ohio lost a few men in charging a 
battery which they could not take. The 
fiannral manoiiior oil as though he had a 
large force and intended to take the place 
by assault. \\ a cut the Georgia Centra] 
railroad, destroying a low rods of the track. 
While the first brigade lay iu line of batllo 
the whistling of engines, loud and contin- 
reintorcemeuts. After nightfall thedivision 
nod cheering, aud rumbling of cars could be 
heard, doubtless occasioued by the arrival of 
withdrew three miles and then went into 
camp. 

On the 21st the first brigade burned at 
Griswoldville a largo amount of stuns, a 
train of cars, a verv large pistol mauutac- 
tory, and effectually destroyed three miles 
of the Georgia Central railroad, breaking 
Macon's connection with Augusta and Sa- 
vannah. 

By evening tho rebels had repaired the 
former slight break we had made and were 
advancing upon us w ith a force of veterans, 
cavalry, and militia, estimated at 15,000 
men, supposed to bo commanded by liar- 
dee iu person. 

After skirmishing with their advance a 
short time our fores withdrew in the direc- 
tion of Gordon, the yth Pennsylvania and 
5th Kentucky stopping three miles from 
(iriswoldville on a road leading into the 
tlank of tho lath corps, the 'J.u picketing 
the crossing of a marshy creek. 

Early on the morning of the 2'^d Wheel- 
er's advance commenced skirmishing with 
tho picket of the l»th, driving it in and 
crossing part of bis force over the creek. 
Moj. Apple's battalion of the Oth charged 
the rebels and drove them. Tho rebels 
c juntercharged and drove the 9th, iu con- 
fusion, half a mile into a large field. Here 
our artillery opened on the enemy, tiie 9th 
reformed, ana the "tth Kentucky appearing 
on his tlank, he retreated across the creek. 

In this affair tho 9th Pennsjdvania lost 5 
killed, 21 wounded, and 41 "missing, the 
rebel loss being slight. lie left I dead on 
the field. 

About 0 A. M. tho 1st brigade, 2d divi- 
sion, 15th corps, Gen. Walcott, came out on 
this road, relieving the two cavalry regi- 
ments, aud advanced toward Griswoldville. 
This brigade, numbering about 1,000 men, 
was met by the force from Macon, number- 
ing between ten and fifteen thousand, mi- 
litia and cavalry. From noon until night 
one of the most stubborn and bloody little 
fights of the war raged furiously. General 
Walcott formed a line of batllo and barri- 
caded, having his right ami left resting on 
a swamp and the 5th Kentucky cavalry on 
his right and the 9th Pennsylvania on his 
leA. The enemy made frequent attempts 
to drive him from his position, charging it 
twelve different times. In each of these at- 
tempts they were unsuccessful. Their loss 
must have been 1,200 or 1,500, among them 
one General. When Gen. Walcott ad- 
vanced his skirmish line he found 300 dead 
of the enemy in his front. He also cap- 
tured 75 prisoners Our loss was K0 killed 
and wounded, tbe General himself being 
sli K htly injured.

The capitol of Georgia is a talDjlaod, 
handsome village, situated on rolling 
ground, and partially fortified. The \s- 
sembly had of course adjourned to another 
point, in honor of Sherman's arrival. An 
arsenal was burned and several thousand 
stand of arms, State muskets, pikes, 
sabres, ttCL, destroyed. The State House 
was not burned, though it was pretty 
thoroughly ransacked. The State library 
was ruined; all valuable maps, books, 
being appropriated or torn up and thrown 
about the lloor. Some lino paintings of 
Washington, Franklin, Jackson, Oglethorpe 
and others were unmolested; the soldiers 
bearing too much reverence for the memory 
of these heroes and statesmen to even dis- 
turb their portraits. No private property 
was destroyed. A guard was stationed at 
every house, w ith orders to permit neither 
officer nor private soldier to enter any 
house; nor could they do it. Up to this time 
the rebel authorities and the people of 
Georgia had formed noudequatc conception 
of tho magnitude of Sherman', expedition, 
nor of its object. Their eyes have doubtless 
been partially opened by this time; yet I do 
not think they have yet seen its full fore . 
At the outset they supposed it to be simply 
a cavalry raid BfOB Macon III ■llgPBta, "a 
small body of infantry co-operating. As 
tho army advanced they supposed that 
Sherman, with a part of his army, had 
been cut off by Hood from his base. That 
finding himself without provisions 
or forage he had determined to retreat 
to the coast, subsisting on the country. The 
papers called it Sherman's OBoAoOBV stated 
that his whole force — infantry, cavalry and 
artillery— amounted to only 25,ono "men; 
said that long on he reached the soost his 
wailing crv would be "the sea, the sea." 
Governor Brown called out all the men and 
boys of the State between seventeen and 
sixty years of age. for forty days" service; 
called npOB the citizens to DB0*J • away or 
destroy all all the provisions and forage in 
Sherman's front; urged them to destroy all 
the bridges and lilockade the roads at every 
possible point in his line of march, Their 
papers declare. I it' the p.'ople of the State 
did their duty Sherman and his army would 
l>o captured" iu fifteen days— if he was not, 
Georgians were poltroons and cowovda. 
From Milieu to Savannah the roads were 
blockaded, bridges burned, and pnnisions 
hid, and stock driven off; yet Sherman's 
army i« uot captured, Being still Intact, and 
wc BMaat draw our ooncloai ii. 

On the 2-tth, tho cavalry being now on 
the leit Hank of the army, and having 
crossed the OootMM ill Milledgeville, started 
on an expedition to cut the Waynesboro and 
Savannah Railroad between Milhn and 
Augusta, and release ."i.noii of our prison, rs 
confined at Milieu. The move also threat- 
ened Augusta, and occupied the enemy's 
cavalry while our infantry and Indus moved 
on free from annoyance by it. 

Making a detour through the counties of 
Hancock, Warren, Glasscock and Jof&raor*, 
having crossed the OooeeboO at the shoals, 
the command reached Sylvan Giove, in 
Jell'eison county, twenty-live miles west 
from Wavnesboro, on the evening of the 
2t>th. On'this night, Capt. Kstes, A. A. li., 
with 8M picked men from the division, 
went to Waynesboro, cut the railroad, .e- 
slroyed a small bridge, captured and bin ned 
a train ol cars. He learned abbO thi;t the 
prisoners had beeu removed from Milieu to 
Savannah. During the night tbfl rebels 
annejod tho pickets at Sylvan Grove by 
firing upon theui. 

November 27th.- -This morning, bOBBN 
day, Wheeler made a vigorous night attack 
upon the 1st Brigade, driving in the pickets 
of the 2d Kentucky aud 8th Indiana, and 
charging those regiments, fighting stub- 
bornly for two hours, being Anally re- 
pulsed, indicting a loss oi oue man killed 
and four wouiaKd iu the 8th Indiana. 
Theirs must have been heavy, as they 
charged upon barricades which they could 
not take. At daylight the 2d and M i \ i; ;- 
drew, th" rebels following up, firing npon 
the rear. The Sth Kentucky being f .must 
behind a barricade, and two piec; s of artil- 
lery placed in position, the enemy was 
checked by a few rOtiTsda. when the com- 
mand moved out on tue Vr ayaoaboro road. 
The enemy's advance foil ,w Bp after BOBaf 
time, and annoy the rear guard of the 2d 
Brigade, during the day, slightly wounding 
four of the 02d Illinois. Thai legimenl am- 
bushed I hem once, inflicting a heavy blow, 
and making them very shy. 

The 1st Brigade reached Waynesboro by 
4 P. M., and camped a mile south of the 
town, in line of battle, the sth Indiana m 
the centre, Sd Kentucky on the right and 
5th Kentucky on the left, the 3d Kentucky 
and 9th Pennsylvania in reserve; the al 
Brigade passing' two miles farther and li - 
st roving the railroad. 

The 1st Brigade kept their hOTBM Baddh d, 
the rebels annoying us all the night, kei p- 
ing us awake. As soon as the m en would 
lio dow n to Bleep, they would bo startled 

from their broken shiml.or by volleys of 

musketry. 

About "l o'clock A. M., tbe 27th, they re ma 
in earnest, driving iu our pickets and 
charging the line. They made am tie . 
desperate attack at I A. M., coining up in 
heavy force upon our right, bald by the IM 
Kentucky, yelling, shouting and firing like 
desperadoes. The :'.d Kentucky poin d a 
lew withering volleys into them, when they 
became .piiet, and annoyed us uo more 
during the few hours before day. 

Tous this was one of the BBOOl anxious 
nights that soldiers ever spenu We knew 
not al what moment tboy might rush upon 
BB, and friend and KM bee HBO mingled to- 
gether in the darkness. The uncertainty 
as to their numbers, the impossibility of 
discovering their movements, the angry 
crash of their rifies, the weird, nendlah 
llashes from them, the hum of the Invisible 
balls through the air, or their thundering 
against the trees near one, ail c OBOnitOd to 
make our situation peculiarly unpleasant. 
Soldiers daro not have their usual bright, 
cheerful fires, the bullets from the lurking 
foe hurling around a light the moment u 
was made; this rendered tho night more 
dismal still. 

Every soldier of our division wanted to 
stop and punish the insolent tba for his 
temerity, every one feeling that we could 
do it. 

Gen. Kilpatrick, after due delilteration, 
determined to go ou without giving him 
battle, if he could avoid it, as he had not 
time' aud no adequate means of taking care 
Of his wounded. 

Before day the division moved out on the 
Millen road, tbfl enemy failiug to press us. 
Three miles from town Gen. Kilpatrick, 
w ith the Btb Indiana, Mb Ohio and a bat- 
talion of tho 5th Kentucky, stopped to 
skirmish with and feel ol tho force follow- 
ing him, the rest of the command c ntinu- 
ing on the march. In the mean while the 
rebels had thrown a force around, botWOOB 
Kilpatrick and the column, cultiug him off 
from it. Ho cut his way through, however, 
the 9th Ohio losing a few men. 

The whole of the Btb Kentucky BOO 
took the rear, and held the enemy in check 
till the command had crossed a bad swamp. 
At the edge of this swamp the 2d and Od 
Kentucky formed a line to hold the enemy 
while the 5th passed through, aud tho col- 
umn passed on. Tho rebels were now 
pressing up vigorously, supposing we were 
ou the retreat, and hoping to rout our 
command. About the time the column 
got fairly in motion, the Sth Texas came 
dashing up on the 2d Kentucky at a charge. 
The 2d gave way, offering but little resist- 
ance, retreating upon the :>d, throwing that 
regiment into confusion, the two coming 

Eell mell upon the column, just as its rOBZ 
ad crossed a swamp, and its advance h-.d 
reached a narrow bridge over Buekhoad 
creek, a mile further on. Two pieces of 
artillery were bolted at the bridge. Tho 
whole brigade was about to be crowded up 
into one confused mass, the sth Texas 
charging up and firing into our rear and 
flanks. At this c [ileal moment the 5th 
Kentucky, which was in column, intact in 
the road, formed a line of battle while un- 
der fire, checked the enemy in his mail ca- 
reer, and averted a disaster which B 
at one time inevitable. Colonel Murray, 
by his presence and direction, and Colonel 
Baldwin, Major Cheek and Captain Olive, 
by their timely exertions, saved the brig-

On the evening of the b'.lh the 5th Ken- 
tucky had a ^little fight - with the coast 
guard, captured a few prisoners, and cap- 
tured Sunbury. at the head of St. Cather- 
ine's Sound. Here, with the noisy delight 
of children, WO let our horses ii rink of the 
water of the Atlantic, descrying one of our 
blockading vessels at the entrance of the 
sound. While we were admiring the geoal 
Ocean, Gen. llazen was taking Fori Mc- 
Allister, we hearing the battle of his mus- 
ketry in the assault, which lasted but a few 
moments. Communications having Iu en 
established we came to our present camp, 
awaiting results at Savannah. 

Wo look daily with the deepest solicitude 
for news from Gen. Thomas, hoping that 
Hood may not get into the fair fields ol 
Kentucky" and lav them waste, as we have 
those of Oeorgia. "Fearing that I have not. 
and can not interest you, I will close thia 
letter, ever solicitous for your weliare, an i 
hoping for a speedy dawn of the day of 
peace and a restored land.
